It provides that any state 
which adheres to the court may 
recognize as compulsory the jurisdic- 
tion of the court in all*or any of the 
classes of legal disputes concerning 
four questions. 


The first is the interpretation of a 


Lreaty. the second is any question of 
international law. and the third is the 
existence of any fact which, if estab- 
ished. would constitute a breach ot 
in international 
obligation.

ourth is the nature or extent of the1 
reparation to be made for the breach 
of an international obligation. 


In accepting £he above, states may 


o so unconditional!}- or on condition 


of reciprocity on the part of several 
or certain members of the court.

scale, the spray service informed

»puis. This Is a yearly service of the 
spray organization. The rosy aphis 
ran be controlled only by spruys ap- 
plied just after the insect hatches oa 
Use opening buds in the spring. Since 
two other species of aphids of similar 
appearance hatch just before the dan- 
gerous rosy aphis, fruit growers may 
spray too soon, waste thousands of 
dollars worth of nicotine, and leave 
the crop unprotected from the rosv ! 
aphis. To avoid this, spray service 
men ^inmined this spring thousnnds 
of aphids with hand lenses to d«;er- 
mine the Utne of the appearance of 
the pest. 


The spray service also protected 


fruit growers from serious losses by 
telling them through special weaUier 
reports by telegraph and a telephone 


llcport.
